wrote, m 1904 “the only di tncts which po««e3s records prior to 1770 are 
those o£ Midnaporeand Chittagoog At Mtdnapore there are boand 
Tolntnes oE letters received for the years 1764 l76o, 1766 1767, 176S, 176^*, 
and one Tolnme of copies of letter* ““nt from 1765 to 1770 The«e records 
are not only o£ considerable historical interest from their content*, bat also 
possibly worth pre«*mng from the fact that the original letters are often 
«igned by the Pre«ideat and CooncH ofihet^nod to which they relate 
!Rereareal«o a good many antograph demi-official letters bonnd op in the 
volames They cover the period of the goremor hips of Henrv Tan«ittart, 
J Spenser, Lord Clire, Harry Verelst anJ John Cartier, from all of whom 
letters have b^n pre*eiTed Perbap* however, the mo«t important letters 
are those from and to the residents of Midcapore and the Collectors General 
which adord a nnitjae new of the dawn of rcvenne admiDi<tration m Bengal. 
In addition there is a very volnminons demi-officul correspondence between 
the Resident at Midnapore, at 6r t John Graham and afterwards George 
Vansittart, and the military officers who fir«t «nbdoed the bill jnngle tract 
to tbo we-tward of ilidaapote ’ 

Of the condition of the«e old paper* Jlr iinddiman wrote “the 
cngtoal letters if k*pt any longer 10 Iheir present form will cramble to dost 
8lmo«t at once They are of vanoos «i 2 es and •bape> and bound op with no 
particnlar care Many are torn, and every time the volome is open they 
are boond to be damaged Torn pieces of the letters are dimply placed is the 
volome haphazard and are escee^gly liable to be lo-t * 

In th* year 1908 the Oovemroent of Bengal bndly permitted tee to 
stody the«a Old Midnaporo Records Of the sia volnme* ol let’ers received 
the amt 4,1764) was not at the timearailable The other five volomes reached 
me tied together in a smgle bnodle «oine projecting m ect eaten boards being 
the only endences of the binding into *e|arate volome* The paper had 
become far too friable to admit of bemg read beneath au electnc fan 
The Bengal Govemroeot gave me permi ion to ‘eparate the "beets, Satten 
them oat, mend where neces*ary, and place each sheet *o repaired m a 
separate cover of its own. Haviog dooe tbi* 1 proceeded to make copies of 
the entire corr««pondeDce The work was completed within a few month* 
bat m 1909 1 left Calcutta far Shillong and lo 1911 went home on farloogfa 
In 1913 the Government of Bengal aatbon<ed the pnnting of the present 
volome It was intended that this volome ■hoald inclnde the Midna^nr 
correspondence for the year 1766-1770 and al*o a foil index bnt, the amount 
of material for the press having been andere^Umated it has been found 
nece<*ary to bold the«a items to a farther pnbhcation which wtl] aI*o 
tnclcde a few letters belonging to tbe period covered by the present 
volume bat which have come to light since the balk of the ongioal letters 
came into the £Jilor*s band*.

After having resolved to remain some part of the daj, as I wrote at 
Darhwih, os 1 hid reason to evpect the Zemindar of Jargong would attend 
me there, tokis^ the precaotioo however to order the bjloars to mend the 
road, oar peons arrived about 3 o’clock, and os our replies from the Zemin- 
dar seemed calcolatod only to gam time, I [was] hevrtilv vexed that I had 
halted at all marclied off immediately, and reached three coss where we 
lay on onr arms for 0 boors, as the roads would not admit of proceeding 
farther la the night This lutU was at a village called Bangora m tho 
Jargong Province, and as wo came on them unexpectedly, we seized some 
bullocks, a large quantity of gram and mustard Notwithstanding our 
picks, we were alarmed several times by about 300 of them, whose aim 
seemed to be carrying off the gram, etc , but none of the sepoys suffered in 
the least, and only two of Goupinet s people .with m the breast, 
and another in the arm What effects we seized in this place were left in 
charge of n jemedar of tho Moseniiaer’s with a guard of pikes over it. 
As soon as I could with any safety for my guns proceed, 1 marched off and 
altho’ the distance was but three cost, yet we did not arrive here until past 
nine hearing on the road that the Zcnnnda* had gone off in the night and 
left only a guard of about 2o0 toen, and aho that he was removing hi« effects 
as fast as he could I order’d a jemedar and SO sepoys to advance attended 
by 100 irregnlars and to invest the Fort, and end-avour to prevent the 
people as well as the effects from escaping hut by no moans to attack if 
they remained quiet within nntil the whole cams up On the appearance 
of that small party of sepoys at the prineipat gate, the remainder of tho 
enemy made the best of their way into the jungle by another gate I have 
reason to believe that they are all very near us, if 1 can trust my intelli- 
gence What effects there may be hero and the description of the Fort I 
leave till to-morrow, ns I esteem it necessary to wait your orders here 
seeing a small part ot sepoys left behind wonld not suffice, and seeing this 
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fellow’s force is still enlirp, also to take an eavojco of tbo effects that rermiQ 
In it 

Hence also I Live sent perwanas m form to Malgatch Chiltnoncy Banco 
of Julnna (o attend me here, ho being only a coss distant 

The order of seizing the rcbollions Zemindars' effects and sending them 
to Midnaporo gives njo unoasiiio<»s, and I require pirticular advice in”it, as 
1 have got not any spare bollocks or coolies nor can I well spare any 
detachment to goard it alwajs when any may bo redneed I should bo glad 
to know how far my power extends in selling gram and other necessaries to 
the Bjsar [Bazar] and acconntiag for tho raonoy. 

I have, from the tenor of my general instractions, priratelj eonnte- 
nanced Chundoram Go«3 to negociato with the Hunaway — on his giving 
good secnrity for a ]ast revenne and obedience to onr Government With

A few hours ago I was favonred with your letter of yesterday, and 1 
beg leave to congratulate yon on yonr sncccss agdinst the Tort of the 
Jargong Zemindar Ibo whole tenor of yonr progre«s thither meets with 
my entire aporobation, altbo’ I confess 1 should have wished thnt yonr 
success bad been the result of a more decisive 'trofce , for the Zemindar, 
having been able to effect his escape without suffering any defeat will I am 
afraid, servo to embarrass our operitjons It will be impossible from so 
small a party as your s to leave a garnsou in every fort that you may bo 
obliged to redaco and to leave tbem without ouo would just ho undoing 
what It may have cost you trouble to do , Tor there is do hind of doobt that 
the runawi^s would immediately return to possession lly sentiment*, then, 
on the present case, m addition to tbo general plan of your instrnetions, take 
as follows — 

The obstinacy or folly of this man has obliged you to proceed hostiJely 
against him, and to mal e him the first example of tho superiority of onr 
arms let us also, if possible, make him the first example of our lenity and 
moderation, with a v|o« of enjoiuiog others to cbeerful sahiiD^sioo and 
allegiance to our Government For thw pnrpo«o I would rei ommend you 
tosvritebim a letter yourself, selling before him the folly and absurdity of 
ins conduct, and the ill consequences which they have been prodoclne of to 
lumsplf and to bis affairs, bat to couvinro him however that your original 
intentions were only to enforo bis submiMion and oliedienco to his proper 
Government, jou still invito him to rotorn in fall secariiy of proicetjon, 
provided be his disposed to esecuto reasonable terms for tbo rents of his 
country and his fo‘uro good conduct , that to consider of, and cmbnico tnis 
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overluro yoa will allow him a ImtteJ limo (suppose 24 bunra), after which 
space, if he still stands oal, that measorcs will unquestionably bo taken for 
his total expulsion from his xemindary and oosobseqnent advances on his 
part will be received or assented to 

Unless the man is a great fool indeed, I think he will not let this last 
resource escape him , but, if he shoold, yon moat then proceed to establish 
another person m his zemmdary The most proper can lidates I can suggest 
are the four that are with you — Siteram Cawn (by his proxy Govindram), 
Cartickram, Gopinant, and Rognnant Quzindar, and I leave it to you to fix 
the choice on the one who you jndgo will be best capable of supporting 
htuiself in | o3«e<aion, and otter the best term for tho Company 

One of tuese methods I think most nnqoestiombly take place, and I will 
therefore at present avoid saying anytlimg on the last disagrueable neccssityr 
of demolishing his Fort and laying waste ins villages 

As to the effects which you liave seized, if the Zemindar returns, I 
should wish them restored to him, and yon may engage him to make in hen 
some consideration to the captors , bat if the zemindary is given to another, 
that person can have no such claim and you will in such ci*e dispose of 
wbat you please to your bazar, and if possible find means to transport the 
rest to Babadarporc, from whence 1 will bring it id here Jo future cases, 
where this from the distance cannot be done, you must make a regular sale 
jU yoor own camp in tho manner yon propose 

After fimabing affairs at this Jargong, I would recommend to joo to 
proceed immediately to Bolrampor to tako advantage of this example for 
briDcing the rest of the Zemindars to and that, if possiblo, without acting 
further offensive

Zemindar, in whose country the ilaja was, has retired into the most jungly 
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part oE hi3 Pargum, that onr paoe was a]! alone in possession of the bysar, 
that he however had procured epeech of some-ot his (the Zemindar’s) 
people, who understanding that their intensions were not hostile, had 
engaged either to bring him in presence of the Zemmdar or dpJiver Ins 
message, and that his v&kiel, as woU as tho Suphur one will arrive to- 
tnorrow OE tho other three we have not the “inallest intelligence, and it 
18 my opinion thit, m order effectnally to setle the revenne of these 
zemindars (which are by the best secoont I can hero procare both nob 
and extensive comparatively to whit wo have seen), even if they should 
agree to attend here and settle, that we ought to advance into a centrical 
|>]ace in tho midst of their’s in order to rrnke them immedtatelj acquiesce 
in reasonable terras IE you agree to this I’ll expect yonr orders here, 
whence I shall proceed iinmediately after but if you think niiy other method 
more advisable you need oq)^ mentioa it I have had here a visit from 
the Zemindars of Unipore, FnlkismA, anu i brother of the latter, who are

especially onder a ^cll regnlated OovernmeDt of which all tbo nembers 
and dependents mast be sensible that no operations can be carried on withont 
the sanction of its authority Conscious that yon are yonraelf regularly 
and sotBcicntly authorised to exeente the servico you are at present upon 
(altho’ Captain Upton seems to doubt it) yon might certainly proceed 
agreeably to yonr inslrncttons wilhoal paying any regards to Captain 
Upton’s caveats , but, as 1 think this woolJ bo acting too mneh upon his 
own plan, 1 cannot approve it I woold advise yon, therefore, to write 
again to Captain Upton, or tbo ofGcer who may command at Fitcbact, 
oxpUming to him that you tbmk there wos do cause to tako offence at 
your former letter, at least there was certainly none intended that yon 
are also detached under regnlar orders from the Governor of Calcntts 
tbro* |tbo channel o£ the Chief of Midoapore to redace tlie Zemindars 
possessing tbo jungles to the westward of Midoapore and which hitherto 
supported a kind of independence notwitbstaodiDg they wero avowedly 
suuordinate to the rrovioco ibcir rents being entered in the Midoapore 
Cntchery books and most of them having always paid a peshensh or tribute 
of acknowledgment , that tho Gbatna Zemindar is ono of those and that, 
however adjacent or blended bis districts may bo with those of Pitchaet, 
they are actually out of tho limits of Bengal bavo always been compre* 
bended in Soubab Onssa and, till of late years paid a regular tribute to 
the Phousdar of Midnapore that agreeably to your lustructions therefore, 
you had concluded a settlement with his uncle (the Zemindar himself being 
a minor) to pay an annnal revenne to the (joinpiny at the Midnapore Cnt- 
chery and that you trust this explanation will not only acquit yon of having 
intended any improper behaviour but in fact claims his attention to support 
tho eettlementyon have made against any designs of the Patchaet people 
to usnrp possession of the Zenundar’a country If this explanation does 
not produce the desired effect, we must in short appeal to the decision of 
superiors In the meantime yon should write to the Zemindar 
directing him peremptorily to desist from molesting the party, as Captain 
Upton writes he is gnilty 

I have just now received yonr favonr from Bulrampore with tho three 
Bengal notes, bnt tho other letter you mention to have received from 
Captain Upton was omitted to be enclosed I do not conceive, however,

I did mjselE the pleasare of addre«sin;i yon ^esiertla^ on tho event of 
driving the enemy out o£ iheir tann't, as it is called, and taking poosecgion 
of the Tillage of Bind This roorniD", at broad daylight, ive marched 
hence, and 1 went abont three-qnirters of a coss tinintcrrnpted, bat on 
arnritig at the village Aland itackara, inteliigeoce arrived from (ho front, 
that the jongle in the front of the village was spread over with chenars, 
on which I halted a liUle, an i ordered onegnn and a small party of sepoys 
to advance, dispersing the whole in sach o manner as to be nblo to support 
that pirty or to detach to rear or flanks, according ns the enemy might 
make their appearance On seven rounds of grape and two or tbreo 
platoons from the sepoys, they retired, having indeeil flr*t endenvonred 
to alarm tts on all sides bnt to no pnrpose, as their shot from tho jangle 
would not reach, and they wonid not come in sight Daring this short 
skirmish one scapoy received*! shot (hroogh the mtifcles of the thigh 
rinding the enemy determined not to maiotnin anv biltU with o« 1 im. 
mediately dispO'cd my troops to maintain i running fgbt, and march 
pretty smartly at the sime lime, by slrengtliening my rear, ordering 20 
sepoys on etch flank, and cndcivooriog, bnt to no great pur) o<e, to flank 
the whole with my provincials Uowever, we «uceoeded very well, keeping 
the enemy «o modi at biv, tlial they were not able to make nny impTe»«ion 
on aof qoarter. tbougfa they repeatedly atteni) ted if, especially inthnrene.

'^fcterday n vakicl arrived from him who said be was sent to make the 
Raya's acknowledgment, and retie for the rent On qnestioniDg him I fonnd 
tliat he was empowered to give Hs 5 000 tobnyinoand my army off from 
proceeding mv further, lliis not being buMOMs, I oxplaiocd to him for 
what purfove 1 was come and told bim that if bu remmdar wonld pay tbo

Hotwithstanding that the fire bad destroyed tbe most valnable things of 
which there most have been an immense quantity yet wo arrived time 
cnoogh to save A great quantity of gram, which gives me great Mtisfaction, 
as otherwi'ie we sbonld have been in distress soon for want of provisions 
as they have burned^ their villages as well as fort on the way. ’ 

The Raji, with a nnroerons, tbongb vanquished army, has retired into a 
bill abont a co«s distant, be having goards all tbo way to the fort on every 
side ID tho jangle so that if will require yoar orders towards my condaet- 
log myself properh in what remains to be done There are none of the 
Zemindars along with me who will undertake the charge of fins piirgnm, 
notwithstanding (from tbe frowird, any barbaroos conduct of tbe Knn- 
away) the probability of gaining over the country people From his 
nephew I have not so much as heard, tliongh One wonld imagine he ought 
to nave endeavoured to conciliate my CsTOur so I can be no judge whether 
he IS in any respect eqoal lo tbe charge I shall therefore expect your 
orders respecting the settlement of the inrgnna while, in the meantime 
I shall lose no fivourable opporlnnity which may offer, whether to 
distress tho enemy or lo make an advantageona setlement for the Company 
jf this fool sbonld rej ent of his obstinacy

got it to day Willie close by me In this day's engagement he bid a 
piece of canooo planted in the jnogls flaokiog the road, but it did no 
execution, the shot dying too high 

It now remains to exenso tnrself for not writing before , the reason 
was that 1 coaid get none of the Zemindars to nndertake conveying it 
safe, and on that nccDunt 1 desisted This goes by means of the Jatbnnie 
Zemindar, who, if he bad behaved all along os he did the first day, X 
sboald have recommended

I last night did myself the pleasnre of addressing > on the event of 
taking ponesiioD of G itseofa Fort, bat as there is some difGcuUy m conveying 
intelligence it is possible it may not reach 1 deem it proper to write 
this be sent by another obaanci, ti*, of the Jambanie Zemindar, as yes- 
terday's was of rbe Jatbuoirs 

In yesterday’s letter I girve a full accoont of oar march, etc, and 
the taking poisessioa of the ^rt Ho| mg that letter reached I shall only 
here say that after forcing oar way 26 coss through a thick jonglo we at 
last reached his fort, which the enemy abaodooed after very litllo resis- 
tance, but setteng it on fire 

The most valnable effects lo the Fort with which it oboaoded are all 
burnt However I have the pleasure to tell you that w© were able to 
save a great quantity of gram winch lo me iso princi{al article, as other 
wise I sboald soon have been oDi^rd to abandoa' my coaquest for 
want of provisions, for on my march they burned thoir ullages, so that 
we had uo supply since ieaviag Jambanie should have been able to 

have exUnnuisbed the firo bad there been water in tho Fort, hut thero 
are on only some small ponds, 1 Ibmk draw well*, which were scarce snffi- 
cient for the purpose of qoenching Ibe thirst of oor army, having marched 
a COS 3 and a half withont water. This day I send a parly of seafoya into 
tho jungle alwut a mile with the cattle to a fine tank of water, as the 
enemy have a strong guard there, and also ooe hundred coolies with two 
handles ilnng for a supply In last mght’e letter, I acquainted yon of my 
manaerof raarcbtng, by which means I saved iny men greatly, hawng 
lost from tho whole only two, a cbewar and bildar, and iCvo sea{ oys, and 
obont 20 other adherents wounded 

I ehall now make it my hnsmess to explain to yoo, ns far as I can my 
sentiments on tho head of resetimg Ilua pqrgana 
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It ij my optnton tliat this ranavra} Zetnindnr oiipht by no means to bo 
harkened to if ho shoo! 1 propose the largest term* becanse there is no 
dejcndence to bo put in him he p-iying no regard to trenties , nay, did 
he give hostages, it would find 1 im no farther than when lie i* immednitely 
awed b} a force. He also is a great nnisanco to Ins neigbl ours constnnily 
disturbing them, so that it would not lio a popular step m tlio i}es of tfao*e 
wbobaaenot only setted f>r their owa country, but atxo helped to reduce 
him filoreorer, by nit account I hear he is sncli a barbarous monster, that 
he is by no means to be countenanced by a eiviltscd nation, that is, if the 
current reports are trne 

From allowing the neighbouring Zemindars to talk over tbe matter in 
my presence, without seeming to take any nuttce I find that tbe most 
probable method is that of setting op bis nephew, ns lie will he able to 
detach n greet man}, if not all from his nncle Ifhoshonld be able to 
detach all, as they sa} there is a very great cliaoce for, then he will nlso 
answer the Cotnpan} s demands witbonl any further trouble , but if be 
shoold not be, then a f arty of my force will be necessary to support bis 
party till he gams strength Shoold this nephew be unwilling or nn« 
able to form any party, and to pay a proper revenue then I believe, 
nar, I know tlmt Mogul Ro} of Jntbuoia will un Jertake to pay tbe 
Company’s revenue and retain the porgana if supported by a small party 
of sepoys to garrison tbe fort, bat whether be le more ambitions than wise 
I can’t say 

Our Midoapore Zemindars all say Ibat they would not take a present 
of the country , *0 ibnt there is only one other nlternaiiv* and that a poor 
one for tbe Company that of levelling tbe fort and burning and de troying 
biS country la ttrrorem to oar other new subjects and j roeeediug to the 
reduction of tbe remainder of tbe Tanoa and then if yon jodge proper, to 
return and lay on tbe country IQ such a manner as to uMige tbe heads of it 
to abandon tbcir infatuated master 

Tho«, Sir from being on tbe spot I have presumed to declare my sen 
timents freely for though bis army cannot wiibstand mine, yet they 
are numerous, and I dare say against people nt their own caste would still 
endeavonr to maintain tbe country If I can obtaiu any intelligence I 
shall not fail to distress them slill lo their lurking boles if I can do it’to 
advantage If 1 can find tbe channel of lotetligence to nnii from son can 
be carried on easily you may depend on hearing from me daily, but, if 
difficult, only on extraordinary occasions ’

capable of discharging them They were accordingly scrutinized in Jana- 
ary aod February last hat proved to be barely safficient for the payment of

deal exaggerated aro far from being without foaodatiou It was with do 
smali difficulty I so far Sbviated tbom so as to prevent tbeir occnsiomug any

tenants, support of the proper autboniy of the Zemindar, and advantage to
